destructive tax burdens. 

In America, the spirit of self-reli- 
ance expressed in that point of view 
still persists. It is our great national 
heritage. It should be preserved. 

But it cannot be preserved by cen- 
stant attacks on initiative and en- 
terprise; by proud pointings to the

frightened Europe; by preachments 
that the politicians, rather than the 


people themselves, know best how to | 


conduct the people’s business. 

It was the people, and not the 
politicians, who built America. 

It’ is the people, and not the poli- 
ticians, who know the work to be 
done, and are eager to continue it. 

That is the principle on which our 
nation was foun , and on which it 
grew to greatn2s t is the principle 
that Jefferson preached. It is the 
principle that the av man is 
trying to impress on Washington.

The plan guarantees to private 
passenger automobile owners who 
are insured for both Bodily Injury 
ard Property Damage Liability, a 
15 per cent refund of the premium 
for such coverage provided no 
claims are paid or _ reserves for 
claims set up under their policies 
during the twelve months the poli- 
| cies are in force. The reward will 
be payable by the insurance com- 
pany, through the agent wro wrote 
the policy, thirty days after the ex- 
piration of the insurance.

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City Council Orders 
Nuisances Abatad 


The City Council at its meeting 
Tuesday evening voted to abate an 
asserted nuisance at the Peninsula 
Bag Company's plant, at Middle 
avenue and Arbor road. 

Unsanitary conditions exist at the 
plant, where the reclamation of 
second-hand sacks is carried on, 
the state health department advis- 
ed Dr. R. J. Gerlough, city health 
officer. Investigation disclosed that 
the reclaiming process creates dust 
and foul odors which offend resi- 
dents of the area, the state depart- 
ment said. 

City Attorney James T. O’Keefe 
Jr., was ordered to instruct the 
plant owner, Elias Enten, to elimi- 
nite the offennse or to stand liable 
for prosecution under the city nuis- 
ance ordinance. 

The council also authorized Dr. 
Gerlough to notify Ernest Ball that 
alleged unsanitary conditions exist- 
ing at his pramises on Alice Lane 
must be remedied ‘within two 
weeks.” 

By resolution the council termi- 
nated a public hearing and investi- 
gation or projected central district 
street improvements contering 
around Crane street and University 
drive. Since insufficient protests 
were received to halt proceedings, 
City Engineer Bert J. Mehl was re- 
quested to prepare complete plans 
and specifications in crder that the 
council may draft a resolution of 
intention to advertise for bids on 
the proposed $25,000 curb, sidewalk, 
and street surface construction.

Plan Helps Business
